This in¬ 
cludes all varieties of chickens, turkeys and 
waterfowl. 

(2) Sweepstake prizes for best fowl in variety, 
breed or class, or best bird in the show, shall be 
placed according to the quality of the specimen 
whether in single classes or trio, provided how¬ 
ever, that no single entry placing below first and 
no bird in any trio placing below first shall be 
eligible for such award. 

(c) Breaking Ties: 

(1) When one specimen is adult or old and the 
other young, the adult specimen shall win. 

(2) When specimens are in the same age 
group, the one receiving the lesser total cuts for 
shape shall win. 

(3) In a trio, the one containing the highest 
scoring male shall win. 

(4) Should a tie still exist in case No. 2 or No. 3, 
the specimen nearest Standard weight shall win, 
except Cornish Bantams, Beltsville Small White 
Turkeys and Call Ducks, see (5). 

(5) In all Cornish Bantams, Beltsville Small 
White Turkeys, and Call Ducks, other points 
being equal, the smaller specimen wins 

FAKING: 

Faking is a deliberate attempt to deceive the 
judge or a prospective purchaser. Evidence of 
faking shall be reason to disqualify that bird. All 
AP.A Licensed Judges officiating at any show 
shall cooperate in the enforcement of this pro¬ 
vision. 

DEFINITIONS: 

Evidence of any of the following practices shall 
constitute faking: 

(a) Broken or crimped quills in sickle or main 
tail or saddle feathers sufficient to indicate an 
attempt to change the general shape of tail.

CUTTING FOR DEFECTS 

Judges in their evaluation of competing spec¬ 
imens shall pay careful attention to the pointcuts 
herein set forth for various defects in the various 
sections. 

The point cuts for defects in any section 
determine the importance to be attached to such 
defects in relation to the total value of that 
section as set forth in the "Scale of Points”. The 
specific cut for any defect shall be assessed 
according to the severity of the defect always 
within the maximum and minimum limits set forth 
and in any case the total not to exceed the point 
value of the section. 

In any case it shall be understood that the cuts 
herein set forth are for general defects only, i.e.. 
those applying to all breeds or a number of 
breeds Individual breed or variety defects, ether 
than those specified, shall be considered in 
comparable fashion to other defects i.e., accord¬ 
ing to the severity of the defect. The minimum cut 
for any such defect shall be one-fourth ('U) of one 
(1) point and not more than value of section.

In order to allow extra point value for these distinctive breed features, it is necessary to deduct 
proportionately from all sections in the Scale of Points, so the total allowed will not exceed 100 points. 

Example: To allow 12 points for crest (shcoe 8, color 4) deduct (1, point each from shape of comb, 
wattles, ear lobes, back, tail, wings, breast, body and fluff (total 8) and (1) point each from color of ear 
lobes, neck, back and breast (total 4) making a grand total of 12. 




















PLYMOUTH ROCKS 


The first breed of poultry to bear this name was first 
exhibited at America's first poultry show, held at 
Boston Massachusetts 1849. It is believed that these 
original fowls lost their identity and that the progenitors 
of our present Barred Plymouth Rocks were first 
exhibited at Worcester, Massachusetts in 1869. These 
were composites of several blood lines The first and 
most prominent cross was that of a Dominique male 
with Black Cochin or Black Java females which was 
originally made at Putnam, Connecticut. The 
Dominique male used was not the American or 
Rose Comb Dominique male which became a 
Standard breed in 1874, but a single combed, 
hawk-colored fowl commonly found in that locality. 
This Plymouth Rock was recognized as a distinct 
breed and was admitted to the first American 
Standard of Excellence, published at Buffalo, 
New York, January 15, 1874. 

Whether the Plymouth Rock originated from a 
Dominique-Black Cochin or from a Dominique- 
Black Java cross was for a time a much mooted 
question. The fact that "Black Cochin" or “Black 
Java” has been used synonymously in show 
classifications before the first poultry standard 
was made in 1873 may have led to confusing the 
Java with the Cochin. 

White Plymouth Rocks were admitted to the 
American Standard of Perfection in 1888. Some 
were white sports of the Barred variety, other 
strains trace their ancestry to other white fowls. 

Buff Plymouth Rocks became a Standard variety 
in 1892. The earliest strains originated in Rhode 
Island, not far from Fall River, Massachusetts, 
and were first exhibited as Golden Buffs, Buff 
Cochin blood was introduced in some strains in 
New York State. 

Silver Penciled Plymouth Rocks originated in 
the State of New York in 1894 and admitted to 
the Standard in 1907. Dark Brahma and Silver 
Penciled Wyandotte blood were used to produce 
ths variety. 

Partridge Plymouth Rocks became a Standard 
variety in 1909. Partridge Cochin, Dark Cornish. 
Single comb Golden Wyandotte male, Brown 
Leghorns, Golden Laced Wyandottes and 
Barred Plymouth Rocks were amalgamated to 
form the new variety. 

Columbian Plymouth Rocks o. iginated in Ohio 
■r, 1902. as the result of cresses between Light 
Brahmas, Barred Plymouth Rocks, White Ply¬ 
mouth Rocks and Columtvan Wyandottes. They 
were admitted to the Standard in 1910. 

Blue Plymouth Rocks were admitted to the 
Standard at Kansas City, Missouri, in 1920. 
ECONOMIC QUALITIES 

Dual purpose fowls for the production of eggs 
and meat. Color of skin, yellow, color of egg 


shells, brown. There may be considerable dif¬ 
ference in the shades or tints of the shells, which 
vary from a very light to a dark brown, depending 
on the strain and on the stage of production. 

Overlarge specimens are not to be desired, 
they become clumsy and ooor producers. They 
are not the active useful fovrl desired for this dual 
purpose breed. Quality of feather is of great 
importance, it usually denotes early and com¬ 
plete feathering as well as good protective cover¬ 
ing.

The light bars of the 
female sho* ’Id be slightly narrower than the dark 
ones A 60% black 40% white ratio would be 
about right The overall impression of the females 
color should be crisp and bright, not smokey or 
dull. All dark bars on a given feather should be 
approximately the same width. The same is 
true of the light bars. In general, the width of 
barring will vary with the size of feathers in the 
various areas of the body, the wider bars being 
found on the larger feathers. Much impor¬ 
tance is attached to the straightness of the 
barring as it crosses each feather. There should 
be no dark overflow into the light bar and no 
tendency for shafting or brownish tinge to the 
dark bar. The light bars on any feather should 
be of equal width. The same is true for the d*rk 
bars on any given feather.

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE IV Section 4 State & Provincial Representatives 

State and Provincial Representatives shall be appointed by the District Director 
of each district and shall place State(Pr~>vincial) Meets and assist the director in promotion of the 
A.P.A. at meets across the State or Province they represent. 


BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE I Section 3 

The Board of Directors shall have general control and supervision of the affairs 
of the Association, the enforcement of all rules and in the intervals between meetings shall have 
authority to take such action, not in conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws, as is necessary 
to give effect to measures voted by the Association. 

a. They shall convene at least one day in advance of ihe Annual or Semi-Annual 
meeting and hold regular meetings through the convention, and shall not adjourn sine die until 
after the final adjournment of the Annual or Semi-Annual meeting of the Association. One of the 
first items to be considered by the Board at the Annual meeting is the preparation of the annual 
budget for the coming year, consisting of a detailed summary of estimated income and expenses, 
including an item for emergency expenditure. The budget for the coming year shall be presented 
for approval by the convention before the final session, also a general report of actions of the 
Board while at the convention. The Board shall have authority to contract indebtedness in the 
name and interest of the Association provided such indebtedness does not exceed the 
respectiveamounts stipulated in and approved in the annual budget. 

b. When not in session, the Board may vote by mail on questions demanding immediate 
consideration, or in emergencies be polled by phone provided a written ballot is provided later. ( 
The Board of Directors consists of the President, Vice-President, and 13 Directors. Only they or 
their proxies are entitled to vote at Board meetings.) 

c. If a Director fails to function or properly perform his or her duties either through 
disability or lack of interest, the President with majority approval of the Board of Directors, may 
appoint a new Director to serve the remainder of the unexpired term.

The newly-appointed APA state representatives for District 2 are Kay St Amour 
(MD), Charles G. Hillenbrand (DE), Arlene Sliker (NJ), Roger F. Davis (NY), and 
rhe Rev. Roland Romig (PA). If there are things on your mind that you would like 
to see brought to the attention of the entire Board of Directors and/or the national 
officers of the APA, contact your state representative or me and we will make sure 
that your concerns are aired before the appropriate APA national officials. 

The 2000 district meet in District 2 will take place in conjunction with the Yankee 
Fall Classic on October 21-22. Here are the state meets for 2000: Delaware (no 
more shows for the current year); Maryland (Frederick show on November 4-5), 
New Jersey (Garden State show on September 30/October 1), New York (Twin 
Tier show on September 10), and Pennsylvania (York shew on October 28-29). 

The APA belongs to the members as a whole and the APA can be anything its 
members want it to be. So, speak up. The higher the level of involvement and 
participation in the organization by the membership, the stronger the APA will be. 
If we all work together, we can build a very strong organization for the future.

Many people, it seems, are not aware of the wide variety of 
items that are available from the APA. 1 enjoyed very much representing the APA 
at those shows and visiting with poultry friends—old and new—and look forward 
to doing so at all shows that I attend (when I am not judging). 

Spring Show Season 

The spring show season is just about over. The Dutchess County show is June 
18—and that will be it until September. 

As soon as i can get copies of the lists of show winners from the various club 
secretaries, I will post those lists on this webpage. Recently 1 received from Rich 
Barczewski the list of winners at tne Delmarva show and that list is posted here 
under "On Champions’ Row." 

Finger Lakes Feather Club show 

Very nice. Numbers were up this year. An espec: 'y nice feature of the show was 
that Roger Davis, the president of the club, handed the class champion winners 
their cash prizes and certificates as soon as the class champions were determined. 
“Thanks for showing with us. Congratulations. . .” It’s a nice personal touch and it 
makes a big difference. John and Georgiana Rebhahn put out the welcome mat on 
Saturday for this weary poultry traveler at their home in the country near Syracuse. 
It’s great to be able to get up at 7 A M. on the day of a poultry show and get to the 
show hall in 20 minutes i A complete renort on this show will be published here as 
soon as I have all the details. 

Hamburg Show 

Mark Whitebread and I rode up to the Buffalo and Western New York show 
together—250 miles one way. It was an easy drive and we passed through some 
very beautiful farmland in upstate New York. In a world in which the family farm 
is rapidly disappearing (especially in northeastern Pennsylvania), it’s reassuring to 
see lots of such farms. And the size of many of the dairy farms we passed is 
astonishing. Cornfields several hundred acres in sizes are not uncommon in upstate 
New York. And there don’t appear to be any stones in the fields. Very beautiful. 

We arrived at Hamburg with about five minutes to spare. I got my birds in their 
cages and cleaned them up and then set up the APA table. Lots of people stopped 
by—which was very pleasant. Many APA members have never seen the complete 
line of books and poultry-related items that the APA has for sale. 

The poultry show took place in the Grange Building or. the fairgrounds at 
Hamburg. The building is very nice. The cages were all single-tiered and the aisles 
were very wide. Champions’ row was set up in the center of the building. Curtis 



Oakes and C. Darrel Sheraw judged all the birds. As soon as 1 get the list of show 
winners from Rick Hare and Joel Henning, the show secretaries. I’ll post it on this 
webpage. 

I do know that the Champion Standard was a beautiful Black Langshan hen shown 
by Sue Myers of Chittenango, NY. With her win on Black Langshans at this show. 
Sue Myers now has 100 mas.er exhibitor points on Black Langshans and will be 
named by the APA a Grand Master Exhibitior of Black Langshans. 

Cornell University “Poultry Judging School” 

A highly successful “poultry-judging seminar” was conducted by Rich Baker, Dick 
Langenbach, and me at Cornell University on Saturday, June 3. Dr. Tro V. Bui, the 
Extension Specialist in the Department of Animal Science at Cornell, organized 
the day-long event, which was attended by 20 4-H leaders, extension personnel, 
and other persons interested in learning how to set up and judge a poultry show. 
There is a lot of enthusiasm for exhibition poultry at the 4-H level in New York, 
and plans are now being made to hold a 4-H poultry show in conjunction with the 
annual poultry show at the New York State Fair. 

Summer 

All summer long, of course, there are the fairs. And the fairs are very important for 
the vitality, growth, and development of the exhibition poultry hobby. There are a 
lot of "major league" breeders of exhibition poultry who show at county and state 
fairs. Some have very impressive "strings" of birds that they show at the fairs. 
Others just show at their local fair. 

Whatever the case, it’s at the fairs that many potential breeders make direct contact 
with the exhibition poultry hobby. And it behooves all of us to be open and 
supportive to all who express an interest in raising or showing birds. 

My local county fair takes place annually during the third full week of August and 
I am one of the poultry superintendents—which means that I spend about a 
hundred hours during that week in the poultry building. Some of my non-poultry 
friends can’t understand why someone would choose to spend so much time there. 
I’ve given up trying to explain it. You either understand or you don’t. 

In Pennsylvania, we have to blood test for pullorum/typhoid and vaccinate against 
laryngotracheitis annually. It’s quite a job, and I’m always glad when it’s over and 
my flock gets a clean bill of health for another year. It always seems to work out 
for me that I spend at least one day during the July 4 th holiday vaccinating birds. 
Such a way to celebrate our nation’s birthday! 
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Uccle Belgian Bantams 

At the Buffalo and Western New York show, I ran into Dick and Thola Waldau 
(Constantia, NY) and they reported that in April they had a visit from Jean-Paul 
van der Stricht from Uccle, Belgium. As many people know, the Waldaus are 
among the leading breeders and exhibitors of Uccle Belgians in America. Mr. van 
der Stricht, who is 80 years old, was accompanied by his grandson and a cousin 
(who is 6 feet 10 inches tall) from Rochester. Mr. van der Stricht, like the Waldaus, 
raises Porcelain Belgians and was very impressed with the color of the Waldaus’ 
Porcelains. (Dick Waldau: "To maintain good Porcelain color, I mate the 
Porcelains back on Millies.") American Uccie Belgian bantams, Mr. van der 
Stricht reported, are bigger than the Belgian birds, but not as big as Uccle Belgian 
bantams in Germany. Mr. van der Stricht reported that the Waldaus have the 
largest flock of Uccle Belgians that he has ever seen. (Dick Waldau: "We raise a 
lot, but we cull hard. We raised 60 Uccle cocke r els but saved only 8 of them ") 

In the course of my visit with Dick and Thola Waldau, I learned that Dick, who 
graduated from high school in 1951, has been a carpenter for 50 years. It’s not 
surprising, then, that Dick Waldau makes—and sells—such beautiful poultry 
carrying cases. 

Colored Dorkings 

The April 2000 issue of the newsletter of The Dorking Club of North America 
(937-885-4183, jeannine@lorenz.com) carries an interesting article titled "Color 
Breeding Colored Dorkings." Colored Dorkings are known to the British as Dark 
Dorkings. Colored is a version of the duckwing pattern and differs from the Silver- 
Gray and the Red patterns in Dorkings in that in the males there is a black stripe in 
the saddle and hackle feathers; in the females the head and neck are black with 
straw shafting.

Sincere thanks to all who supported my candidacy in the recent APA 
election, and to those who have conveyed to me their congratulations on my 
election success. My plan is to take this job very seriously and to do the best 
I can for the APA. 

The newly-appointed APA state representatives for District 2 are Kay St 
Amour (MD), Charles G. Hillenbrand (DE), Arlene Sliker (NJ), Roger F. 
Davis (NY), and the Rev. Roland Romig (PA). If there are things on your 
mind that you would like to see brought to the attention of the entire Board 
of Directors and/or the national officers of the APA, contact your state 
representative or me and we will make sure that your concerns are aired 
before the appropriate APA national officials. 

The 2000 district meet in District 2 will take place in conjunction with the 
Yankee Fall Classic on October 21-22. Here are the state meets for 2000: 
Delaware (no more shows for the current year); Maryland (Frederick show 
on November 4-5), New Jersey (Garden State show or September 
30/October 1), New York (Twin Tier show on September iO), and 
Pennsylvania (York show on October 28-29). 

The APA belongs to the members as a whole and the APA can be anything 
its members want it to be. So, speak up. The higher the level of involvement 
and participation in th ' organization by the membership, the stronger the 
APA will be. If wt all work together, we can build a very strong 
organization for the future. 
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In campaigning for the District 2 director position, I said that if I were 
elected I would create and launch a District 2 website. When Loma Rhodes 
telephoned me on March 10 from Salt Lake City to tell me that I had been 
elected, 1 immediately got busy on the webpage, which was up and running 
on April 1, when 1 officially began my term as District 2 director. 

There is a lot of information on vhe District 2 webpage, including a complete 
list of all of the poultry shows, auctions, and swap meets for 2000 in District 
2, the complete addresses of all the APA state representatives for District 2, 
and a list of all APA-licensed judges in District 2 and the shows that they 
will judge for the current year. 

The easiest way to access the APA District 2 News on the Internet is to go to 
the APA’s homepage ( http://www.ampltva.com ') and click on “District 
Directors.” There, under my name you will see a webaddress

poultry items that you would like to see posted on the District 2 website, 
contact me and 1 will post them. 

Nine very successful poultry shows (Berks, Susquehanna, Westmoreland, 
Delmarva, Sussex, Bloomsburg, Buffalo and Western NY, Finger Lakes, 
and Dutchess County, NY), two large-scale exhibition-poultry auctions 
(Bath and Bloomsburg), one “poultry-judging seminar” (at Cornell 
University),” and one swap meet (Northern NY) took place in District 2 this 
spring and summer. Reports on all of those events have been posted on the 
APA District 2 website in a timely manner. 

At the Sussex, Bloomsburg, and Buffalo shows, I set up the APA sales table 
and many people stopped to visit, become members of the APA, and 
purchase APA books, posters, hats, badges, and manuals. Many people, it 
seems, are not aware of the wide variety of items that are available from the 
APA. I enjoyed very much representing the APA at those shows and visiting 
with poultry friends—old and new—and look foiward to doing so at all 
shows that I attend (when I am not judging). 

A highly successful “poultry-judging seminal ’ was conducted by Rich 
Baker, Dick Langenbach, and me at Cornell University on Saturday, June 3. 
Dr. Tro V. Bui, the Extension Specialist in the Department of Animal 
Science at Cornell, organized the day-long event, which was attended by 20 







4-H leaders, extension personnel, and other persons interested in learning 
how to set up and Judge a poultry show. There is a lot of enthusiasm for 
exhibition poultry at the 4-H level in New York, and plans are now being 
made to hold a 4-H poultry show in conjunction with the annual poultry 
show at the New York State Fair. 

All summer long, of course, there are the fairs. And the fairs are very 
important for the vitality, growth, and development of the exhibition-poultry 
hobby. It’s at the fairs that many potential breeders and exhibitors of poultry 
make their initial contact with the exhibition poultry hobby, and it behooves 
us all to be open and supportive to all who express and interest in raising and 
showing poultry. 

My local county fair takes place during the third full week in August and I 
am one of the poultry superintendents there—which means that I will spend 
about a hundred hours during that week in the poultry building. Some of my 
non-poultry friends can’t understand why someone would choose to spend 
so much time there. I’ve given up trying to explain. You either understand or 
you don’t. 

In Pennsylvania, every year we have to bloodtest our birds for pullorum- 
typhoid (by hiring a licensed poultry technician to test our birds by drawing 
lcc. of blood from each show bird) and vaccinate our flocks against 
laryngotracheitis. It’s quite a job, and I’m always glad when it’s over. It 
always seems to work out that I spend at least one full day over the July 4 
holiday vaccinating birds. Such a way to celebrate our nation’s birthday!

Flying Tippler History 

In the course of the past two decades, I have assembled what I believe to be an 
important collection of papers that relate to Flying Tipplers, in general, and to the Flying 
Tippler Association of America, in particular. For six of those years, it was my pleasure 
to serve the FTA as an official: 1989: Publicity Director and Central Timer; 1990, Acting 
Secretary; and 1991-1994, Secretary. 

In order to make all of my Flying Tippler papers easier to use and, at the same 
time, to preserve them and the important history they contain, I arranged these Flying 
Tippler papers in more or less chronological order and had them microfilmed (28 
microfiche cards). In total, there are 1,947 pages of Flying Tippler history on these 
microfiche cards. 

There is a great deal of information in these papers about the Flying Tippler sport, 
including the complete texts of the four American "Tippler Specials," complete sets of the 
Bulletins of the Flying Tippler Association of America for over 24 years, and facsimiles 
of several important and out-of-print monographs on Flying Tipplers. This may well be 
one of the largest and most complete collections of papers in existence on Flying Tipplers 
in the United States. 

Included in these papers is a wide range of Flying Tippler materials that were lent, 
made available, or given to me by Stanley Ogozalek (23 Orchard Street, Keyport, NJ 
07735), Tom Murphy (11324 Country Club Road, Waynesboro, PA 17268), R. Omer 
Ogren (Route 1, Box 155, Dike, TX 75437) and Frank O'Neil (1826 South Talbot Road, 
Oldcastle, Ontario, Canada N0R-1L0). My sincere thanks to each of them for their 
enlightened generosity and thoughtfulness in making available resources in their 
collections. 

When I had these papers microfilmed, I did so for my private and exclusive use. It 
occurs to me now, however, that there may be others in the Flying Tippler sport who 
would like to have a copy of the microfilm edition of these Flying Tippler papers. If you 
would like to have a copy, I can provide you with one for $20. To read and/or do research 
in these Flying Tippler papers, go to your local public library and use the microfiche 
reader there.

From the Director 

Laryngotracheitis is a horrible poultry malady. The birds appear to choke to death/drown 
in phlegm. Once you’re aware of the disease’s presence in your flock, it’s too late to do 
anything about it. All you can do, it seems, is to let it run its course—and to carry out the 
dead. 

Many birds will survive, but you will loose lots of birds, especially young birds. The good 
news is that you can protect your flock from laryngotracheitis by vaccinating them against 
the disease. The vaccine is available from most poultry-supply houses. Follow the 
directions that come with the vaccine. Vaccinate your birds—every one of them. 

The newly-appointed APA state representatives for District 2 are Kay St Amour (MD), 
Charles G. Hillenbrand (DE), Arlene Sliker (NJ), Roger F. Davis (NY), and the Rev. 
Roland Romig (PA). If there are things on your mind that you would like to see brought to 
the attention of the entire Board of Directors and/or the national officers of the APA, 
contact your state representative or me and we will make sure that your concerns are aired 
before the appropriate APA national officials. 

The 2000 district meet in District 2 will take place in conjunction with the Yankee Fall 
Classic on October 21-22. Here are the state meets for 2000: Delaware (no more shows for 
the current year); Matyland (Frederick show on November 4-5), New Jersey (Garden State 
show on September 30/October 1), New York (Twin Tier show on September 10), and 
Pennsylvania (York show on October 28-29). 

The APA belongs to the members as a whole and the APA can be anything its members 
want it to be. So, speak up. The higher the level of involvement and participation in the 
organization by the membership, the stronger the APA will be. If we all work together, we 
can build a very strong organization for the future. 

Nine very successful poultry shows (Berks, Susquehanna, Westmoreland, Delmarva,

Dr. Tto V. Bui, the 
Extension Specialist in the Department of Animal Science at Cornell, organized the day¬ 
long event, which was attended by 20 4-H leaders, extension personnel, and other persons 
interested in learning how to set up and judge a poultry show. There is a lot of enthusiasm 
for exhibition poultiy at the 4-H level in New York, and plans are now being made to hold 
a 4-H poultry show in conjunction with the annual poultry show at the New York State 
Fair. 

Summer 

All summer long, of course, there are the fairs. And the fairs are very important for the 
vitality, growth, and development of the exhibition poultry hobby. There are a lot of 
"major league" breeders of exhibition poultry who show at county and state fairs. Some 
have very impressive "strings" of birds that they show at the fairs. Others just show at their 
local fair. 

Whatever the case, it’s at the fairs that many potential breeders make direct contact with 
the exhibition poultry hobby. And it behooves all of us to be open and supportive to all 
who express an interest in raising or showing birds. 

My local county fair takes place annually during the third full week of August and I am 
one of the poultry superintendents—which means that I spend about a hundred hours 
during that week in the poultry building. Some of my non-poultry friends can’t understand 
why someone would choose to spend so much time there. I’ve given up trying to explain it. 
You either understand or you don’t. 

In Pennsylvania, we have to blood test for pullorum/typhoid and vaccinate against 
laryngotracheitis annually. It’s quite ajob, and I’m always glad when it’s over and my 




flock gets a clean bill of health for another year. It always seems to work out for me that I 

spend at least one day during the July 4 1 ' 1 holiday vaccinating birds. Such a way to 
celebrate our nation’s birthday! 

Uccle Belgian Bantams 

At the Buffalo and Western New York show, I ran into Dick and Thola Waldau 
(Constantia, NY) and they reported that in April they had a visit from Jean-Paul van der 
Stricht from Uccle, Belgium. As many people know, the Waldaus are among the leading 
breeders and exhibitors of Uccle Belgians in America. Mr. van der Stricht, who is 80 years 
old, was accompanied by his grandson and a cousin (who is 6 feet 10 inches tall) from 
Rochester. Mr. van der Stricht, like the Waldaus, raises Porcelain Belgians and was very 
impressed with the color of the Waldaus’ Porcelains. (Dick Waldau: "To maintain good 
Porcelain color, I mate the Porcelains back on Millies.”) American Uccle Belgian bantams, 
Mr. van der Stricht reported, are bigger than the Belgian birds, but not as big as Uccle 
Belgian bantams in Germany. Mr. van der Stricht reported that the Waldaus have the 
largest flock of Uccle Belgians that he has ever seen. (Dick Waldau: "We raise a lot, but 
we cull hard. We raised 60 Uccle cockerels but saved only 8 of them.") 

In the course of my visit with Dick and Thola Waldau, I learned that Dick, who graduated 
from high school in 1951, has been a carpenter for 50 years. It’s not surprising, then, that 
Dick Waldau makes—and sells—such beautiful poultry carrying cases. 

Colored Dorkings 

The April 2000 issue of the newsletter of The Dorking Club of North America (937-885- 
4183, jeannine@lprenz.com) carries an interesting article titled "Color Breeding Colored 
Dorkings." Colored Dorkings are known to the British as Dark Dorkings. Colored is a 
version of the duckwing pattern and differs from the Silver-Gray and the Red patterns in 
Dorkings in that in the males there is a black stripe in the saddle and hackle feathers; in the 
females the head and neck are black with straw shafting.

From the Members 

NPIP (National Poultry Improvement Plan) 

Several APA members, from District 2 and elsewhere in the country, have contacted me 



and remarked that the APA and exhibition poultry people in the United States and Canada 
must get actively involved in the NPIP, which is the governing organization for the 
commercial poultry producers and the standard-bred or exhibition poultry groups in the 
United States and Canada. In Iowa, under the leadership of Bart Pals, the exhibition 
poultry people are actively involved with the NPIP on the state level. 

The biennial convention of the NPIP will take place this year in July in Colorado. At each 
year’s convention, the General Conference committee of the NPIP makes proposals that 
affect all of us who raise poultry in the United States and Canada. The General Conference 
committee will introduce a proposal (#33) this July that will make it possible for the 
"executive director" of several organizations, including the APA, to be ex officio members 
of the General Assembly. 

The exhibition poultry people in Iowa have gone through the list of proposed changes for 
this year and have identified eight proposals that they will vote against at this year’s 
convention.

The American Standard of Perfection 

Many members of the APA in District 2 and elsewhere have remarked to me that they are 
very concerned that the American Standard of Perfection has so many errors in it. Two 
members, Dick and Thola Waldau (Constantia, NY) remarked at the Finger Lakes show on 
June 4: "The American Standard of Perfection is published by the American Poultry 
Association.

Local historian, civic leader S. Robert Powell 
to recount Martha Stewart’s visit to pick bird

That obsession brought them to- J S 
gether in 1997 with their fine feath¬ 
ered friends, a result of Mr. Powell’s 
life-long interest in fowl play. . 

"1 grew up on a farm in Fell Twp," Mr. Powell explains. "My 
father had a large flock of laying hens and raised several 
hundred turkeys every year for the Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas markets. We also had dairy cattle and many other ani¬ 
mals. But the birds always interested me tho most." 

On the farm, Mr. Powell and his brothers raised chickens, 
peafowl, exhibition pigeons, ducks, geese and a wide variety of 
cage birds, including canaries, cockatiels and finches. They 
entered them in shows at area fairs, such as the Harford Fair 
and the Wayne County Fair. When they were teenagers, the 
high quality of their birds led them to larger private shows in 
other eastern states, where they won many blue ribbons and 
trophies. 

Mr. Powell left the farm for several years for aa job in 
corporate finance at a Wall Street investment banking firm. 
After resigning that job about 15 years ago, he returned to 
Northeastern Pennsylvania, where he began raising a flock of 
poultry and became a member of the Central Pennsylvania 
Avian Club (CPAC). 

"The CPAC is a group of exhibition poultry breeders and ex¬ 
hibitors with its headquarters in Bloomsburg," Powell says. 
Every year, the CPAC sponsors two private poultry shows, one 
in the spring and one in the fall. The quality of the birds at 
private shows is always very high and a win at such a show is a 
real honor." 

In 1996, Mr. Powell suggested that a nationally known celeb¬ 
rity associated with poultry be invited to the spring 1997 
Bloomsburg exhibition to attract some recognition. A fan of 
Martha Stewart, Powell knew that she is not only a chicken 
breeder, but also features her birds and their eggs in her nu¬ 
merous enterprises, such as cookbooks, her magazine "Martha 
Stewart Living," and on her weekly t.v. program. 

"More than one of my colleagues looked at me like I was 
crazy," Mr. Powell recalls, "but I wrote her a letter inviting her 
to the exhibition as a judge and to select the most beautiful bird 
in the show."

Ms. Stewart accepted Powell's invitation, and he met her nt 6 
a.m. at the Wilkes-Barre/Scranton Airport on May 3, 1997, the 
day of the show. 

The 90-minute ride from the airport to Bloomsburg, and the 
ride back at the end of the day were memorable, to say the 
least," Mr. Powell says. "She is highly intelligent, focused, ar¬ 
ticulate and charming. We talked about everything from 
exhibition poultry to Egyptian architecture to astronomy to 
nineteenth century literature to formal gardens. With her quick 
and vast retention of information, it's easy to understand whey 
she’s the success she is." 

Footage that the '.'Martha Stewart Living" film crew shot at 
the exhibition as she picked the most beautiful bird was later 
edited into a 30-minute television program broadcast on 
"Martha Stewart Living" on September 18, 1997. It was so 
popular, that it was re-broadcast two more times. 

Mr. Powell will share his recollections of his day with Martha 
Stewart during a 45-mintue program at the Carbondale Public 
Library on Wednesday, July 12, at 7 p.m. Mr. Powell is a 
familiar local spokesman, having served on the library Board of 
Directors since 1983 and as president of the Carbondale Histori¬ 
cal Society. He is also a poultry superintendent at the annual 
Harford Fair, is licensed by the American Poultry Association to 
judge poultry in exhibitions in eastern states, and is recognized 
by the association as a master breeder and grand master 
exhibitor of standard Partridge Plymouth Rocks. 

"I have over 200 birds now, which includes a dozen different 
kinds of chickens, Narragansett and White Holland turkeys, 
guinea fowl, muscovy ducks, and mute swans," Mr. Powell says 
His brother Donald, who owns the Homestead Golf Course in 
Fell Twp., raises peafowl and reversewing pouters. 

(By ;he way, Ms. Stewart picked a White Crested Blue Polish 
bantam hen as the most beautiful bird at the show. It will be 
interesting to see how S. Robert Powell explains a bird with six 
names plus an ethnic background, and Martha Stewart, in just 
45 minutes.)

Congratulations on your NPIP accomplishment in Iowa. As soon as I got your 
NPIP e-mail and read your article in the June "Poultry Press ("State Health 
Programs," pp. 28-29), I immediately went to my file of Pennsylvania poultry 
officials and organizations to find out who I should contact. Not 
surprisingly, the NPIP names and addresses were not easy to find. The 
organization appears to be a face-less organism. Preliminary inquiries at 
the Bureau of Avian Health of the Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture are 
more encouraging. 

To a large extent, the exhibition poultry people in Pennsylvania have a good 
working relationship with the Bureau of Avian Health, primarily because it 
is they who have to test the blood samples (lcc per bird) that we have to 
provide them with annually. These Avian Health people in Pennsylvania are 
reluctant to leave their air conditioned labs. The only time they do is when 
they are dealing with a "crisis" that develops in the production poultry 
"factories" in southeastern Pennsylvania. 

And, of course, every time there is a "crisis" in the production poultry 
world in Pennsylvania, the production people point the finger at the 
exhibition poultry people—even though we are not the cause of the problem. 

But it is the production people who have the ear of the high-level 
politicians and bureaucrats. 

All of this means, of course, that we in Pennsylvania who are involved wiih 
exhibition poultry must do what you have done in Iowa. 

And certainly one 1 .em that must be put on the agenda for Woodstock is "the 
APA and NPIP." 

Any guidance ul:at you can provide or suggestions on how we should proceed in 
Pennsylvania would be much appreciated.

Bart suggested I contact each of you regarding any activities you may be 
pursuing relative to the upcoming NPIP convention in Colorado. In 
browsing some of the USDA sites I had come across all the proposals, and 
I'd been discussing back and forth with Bart about various things, 
including proposal #33 which proposes to include the "Executive 
Director" of several organizations, including the American Poultry 
Association, as ex officio members of their committee. I was kind of 
surprised since this was the first time I had been aware of it, and 
nothing had ever been said at past board meetings. 

I have contacted the Texas representative, Floyd Golan at Texas A&M to 
discuss a number of the proposals and his leanings toward the various 
proposals, and he seems genuinely interested in working toward 
directions chat assist both the commercial producers and Standard-bred 
or exhibition groups. I guess we'll just have to see since I was unable 
to swing heading up to Colorado for the meeting myself. The meetings 
are open to anyone, and for a brief couple of days I was thinking that 
some cooler weather would do me good and afford the chance to meet some 
of those folks in person, but I just can't swing it due to some work 
flare-ups. 

How are you two working on any of these things? Through your respective 
state or provincial representatives? Golan seemed to suggest that was 
the usual way that people from the states cr provinces have input to the 
process. My chief concern was that one of the proposals mentioned 
inclusion of the APA in their process, yet that hasn't been something 
that has even been shared with the Board, even thought it would be an 
extremely good thing to have occur. 

Many of the new items emerging regarding Mycoplasma are of interest, and 
with my own personal experience with the disease and the prominent 
occurrence of respiratory diseases, this should be an area for us to 
watch. Perhaps with more interaction we can at least convince the 
commercial folks that the Standard-bred poultry hobby is not just a 
poultry version of "Typhoid Mary" to be quashed. We might even learn a 
few better techniques for keeping a lid on the diseases as well. 

Let me know what you two have been doing, as Bart suggested I be careful 
not to put into motion anything that might duplicate or somehow counter 
what you are doing.

Dear Pat: 

Several APA members, from District 2 and elsewhere in the country, have 
contacted me and remarked that the APA and exhibition poultry people in the 
United States and Canada must get actively involved in the NPIP which, as 
you know, is the governing organization for the commercial poultry producers 
and the standard-bred or exhibiton poultry groups in the United States and 
Canada. In Iowa, under the leadership of Bart Pals, the exhibition poultry 
poeple are actively involved with the NPIP on the state level. 

The biennial convention of the NPIP will take place in July in Colorado. At 
each year's convention, the General Conference committee of the NPIP makes 
proposals that affect all of us who raise poultry in the United 31 *tes and 
Canada. The General Conference committee will introduce a propose (No. 33) 
this July that will make it possible for the "executive director" of several 
organizations, including the APA, to be ex officio members of the General 
Assembly. I think you'll agree that this is a wonderful opportunity for the 
APA. 

Perhaps you should contact the NPIP before the July convention and let them 
know that the APA is pleased with the possibility of becoming an ex officio 
menber of the General Assembly of NPIP and looks forward to working with the 
NPIP for the betterment of all poultry groups in the United States and 
Canada. 

In conversation that I have had with various APA members, the names of two 
APA members keep coming up as possible representatives of the APA at NPIP 
conventions: Lyle Baumgarten and Eugene Barnard. 

I have initiated contact with the NPIP person in Pennsylvania (Dr. David 
Henzler) and am trying my best to become as informed as possible about the 
NPIP and to relay what I learn to the various poultry clubs and 
organizat ion in the commonwealth.

The letter looks fine, and reflects some of what you highlighted in the 
District 2 Web site, but the conference in Colorado Springs is today, 
June 28th, through Saturday, July 1. The agenda I have shows they 
adjourn at noon on Saturday. Even if some communication were to be 
e-mailed to Andy Rhorer at the NPIP, odds are everyone will be at the 
conference, although we could try it. I know that our Texas 
representative was heading up there late Tuesday. The window of 
opportunity for any advance formal letter expressing our interest or 
support for that proposal may have passed. 


I had mentioned that specific proposal to Pat earlier in the week, and 
he said whatever the suggestions might be to do something like that 
would be fine if we needed something. That's why in my discussions with 
the Texas delegate I indicated that I had spoken with the APA President, 
and we would be pleased to serve as one of the ex officio members. He 
indicated he would be able to pass those sentiments along, and I assume 
that Bart has already arranged for the same word to be carried forward 
by the Iowa representatives. At this point in time we probably can 
await the outcome, which our Texas rep felt would be positive for 
proposal #33, and then suggest we do an APA follow-up letter. 


Those are my thoughts at this juncture. Pat knows about proposal #33 
since I spoke with him specifically about that one so if he gets a call 
he will know about it. I mailed him a copy of the the complete set of 
proposals which I pulled off the Web, but don't believe he has read 
through all of it as he has been preoccupied with trying to guide some 
of Lorna's yearbook and quarterly stuff. Since he doesn't have a major 
church camp responsibility this summer, he was anticipating time in the 
coming weeks to catch up on several other things and preparing for the 
Poultry Congress in Montreal. I would assume that some of the items 
from the Colorado NPIP conference will also surface or somehow be 
reported at Montreal. 


The letter to Pat would be good as an update, but perhaps suggesting an 
immediate follow-up to the Colorado Springs event expressing our 
interest (hopefully with us on the list to offically participate) would 
be the way to go. 


Good luck working with your State contact for NPIP. The more I get 
familiar with this, the more the variation among states is apparent. 

Evidently there are issues in the southeast where one state is a 
nuisance about letting birds in for exhibition because the bordering 
state doesn't use a seamless band to suit them - annoying little stuff 
like that whi< v ‘ makes it tough. As I mentioned in one of my e-mails to 
Bart, it seer, somewhat amazing to me that they don't require copies of 
NPIP forms for Express Mail chickens like they do for shows. As far as 
I can tell, there could be a flow of birds from a non-NPIP state to one 
that is "NPIP Clean" without any hitches. I'm not pressing for more 
bureaucracy, but that is interesting given how stringent they can be 
about the testing and requirement of NPIP forms for going into another 
state co show. 


Thanks for getting back to me on this.

Laryngotracheitis is a horrible poultry malady. The birds appear to choke to 
death/drown in phlegm. Once you’re aware of the disease’s presence in your 
flock, it’s too late to do anything about it. All you can do, it seems, is to let it 
run its course—and to carry out the dead. 

Many birds will survive, but you will loose lots of birds, especially young 
birds. The good news is that you can protect your flock from laryngotracheitis 
by vaccinating them against the disease. The vaccine is available from most 
poultry-supply houses. Follow the directions that come with the vaccine. 
Vaccinate your birds—every one of them. 

The newly-appointed APA state representatives for District 2 are Kay St 
Amour (MD), Charles G. Hillenbrand (DE), Arlene Sliker (NJ), Roger F. 
Davis (NY), and the Rev. Roland Romig (PA). If there are things on your 



mind that you would like to see brought to the attention of the entire Board of 
Directors and/or the national officers of the APA, contact your state 
representative or me and we will make sure that your concerns are aired 
before the appropriate APA national officials. 

The 2000 district meet in District 2 will take place in conjunction with the 
Yankee Fall Classic on October 21-22. Here are the state meets for 2000: 
Delaware (no more shows for the current year); Maryland (Frederick show on 
November 4-5), New Jersey (Garden State show on September 30/October 
1), New York (Twin Tier show on September 10), and Pennsylvania (York 
show on October 28-29).

1 Any abnormal or unusual decreases in hatching egg production, fertility, or hatchability, or any unusual 
increases in mortality in chicks or other baby fowl or in growing birds or breeders must be reported to the 
Bureau promptly. 

2. A representative sample of hatchery Buff, cull chicks, dead embryos and/or infertile eggs shall be made 
available for bacteriological tests on periodic requests by the Bureau.

From the Director 

Received my copy of the 2000 APA Yearbook a few days ago. What a wonderful 
document it is! Now all I need is enough time to sit down and read it. Maybe I’ll be 
able to do that as I look after the birds during the week of the Harford Fair, August 
21-26. 

Rain, rain, and more rain. It’s good for the garden and the lawn, but it sure would 
be nice to have four for five days in a row of bright sun, with temperatures in the 
70s and 80s. The birds would enjoy it—and so would their owner. 

Laryngotracheitis is a horrible poultry malady. The birds appear to choke to 
death/drown in phlegm. Once you’re aware of the disease’s presence in your flock, 
it’s too late to do anything about it. All you can do, it seems, is to let it run its 
course—and to carry out the dead. 

Many birds will survive, but you will loose lots of birds, especially young birds. 
The good news is that you can protect your flock from laryngotracheitis by 
vaccinating them against the disease. The vaccine is available from most poultry- 
supply houses. Follow the directions that come with the vaccine. Vaccinate your 
birds—every one of them. 

The newly-appointed APA state representatives for District 2 are Kay St Amour 
(MD), Charles G. Hillenbrand (DE), Arlene Sliker (NJ), Roger F. Davis (NY), and 
the Rev. Roland Romig (PA). If there are things on your mind that you would like 
to see brought to the attention of the entire Board of Directors and/or the national 
officers of the APA, contact your state representative or me and we will make sure 
that your concerns are aired before the appropriate APA national officials. 

The 2000 district meet in District 2 will take place in conjunction with the Yankee

Fall Classic on October 21-22. Here are the state meets for 2000: Delaware (no 
more shows for the current year); Maryland (Frederick show on November 4-5), 
New Jersey (Garden State show on September 30/October 1), New York (Twin 
Tier show on September 10), and Pennsylvania (York show on October 28-29). 

The APA belongs to the members as a whole and the APA can be anything its 
members want it to be. So, speak up. The higher the level of involvement and 
participation in the organization by the membership, the stronger the APA will be. 
If we all work together, we can build a very strong organization for the future. 

Nine very successful poultry shows (Berks, Susquehanna, Westmoreland, 
Delmarva. Sussex, Bloomsburg, Buffalo and Western NY, Finger Lakes, and 
Dutchess County), two large-scale exhibition-poultry auctions (Bath and 
Bloomsburg), one "poultry-judging seminar" (at Cornell University)," and one 
swap meet (Northern NY) have taken place in District 2 this spring and summer. 
Reports on all of those events have been posted on the APA District 2 website in a 
timely manner. 

At the Sussex, Bloomsburg, and Buffalo shows, and at the Cornell University 
"Poultry Judging School," I set up the APA sales table and many people stopped to 
visit, become members of the APA, and purchase APA books, posters, hats, 
badges, and manuals. Many people, it seems, are not aware of the wide variety of 
items that are available from the APA. I enjoyed very much representing the APA 
at those shows and visiting with poultry friends—old and new—and look forward 
to doing so at all shows that I attend (when I am not judging). 

Predators! 

Most of us have had to deal with predator problems of one kind or another. We 
were very sorry to learn that in early July something (probably an opossum) had 
dug through the floor of Kay St. Amour’s (kasl@erols.com) chick pen and killed 
35 month-old youngsters, several of which were standard Partridge Cochins. Only 
one chick survived. A few nights before that, something (probably a fox) got five 
of Ben Maurer’s Blue Sumatras. 

And then in early August, we learned that Roger Davis (Verona, NY) has suffered 
some bad losses due to predators. "I have actually lost count of my losses," said 
Roger. "I was real encouraged with a spectacular hatch in January, with 100% 
fertility and 95% hatch, yielding 120 Langshan chicks. After putting them out on 
range, they started to disappear, even in the daylight hours. 1 suspected foxes, and 
caught one, probably one of many, in a trap last week. Also I caught a skunk that 
was digging under outdoor pens, killing birds." Roger’s neighbors are letting the 
area surrounding Roger’s property go back to the wild—which probably explains 


the presence of the foxes. 

Such tragic losses! Just when you think tilings are going along OK, along comes a 
good swift kick in the belly from someth'ng. 

I, too, have had fox problems, but not tor the past couple of years—thank 
goodness. The foxes—and coyotes—are still around, but I have learned, the hard 
way, that the foxes are the greatest threat to my birds during the first ten days in 
July because that is the time when the young foxes are just about ready to leave the 
dens and the adults will go to any lengths/take any risks to get food to sate the 
appetites of their voracious young. After the young foxes leave the dens tbim»s 
quiet down somewhat, although you can never let your guard down.

We arrived at Hamburg with about five minutes to spare. I got my birds in their 
cages and cleaned them up and then set up the APA table. Lots of people stopped 



by—which was very pleasant. Many APA members have never seen the complete 
line of books and poultry-related items that the APA has for sale. 

The poultry show took place in the Grange Building on the fairgrounds at 
Hamburg. The building is very nice. The cages were all single-tiered and the aisles 
were very wide. Champions’ row was set up in the center of the building. Curtis 
Oakes and C. Darrel Sheraw judged all the birds. As soon as I get the list of show 
winners from Rick Hare and Joel Henning, the show secretaries, I’ll post it on this 
webpage.

Summer 

All summer long, of course, there are the fairs. And the fairs are very important for 
the vitality, growth, and development of the exhibition poultry hobby. There are a 
lot of "major league" breeders of exhibition poultry who show at county and state 
fairs. Some have very impressive "strings" of birds that they show at the fairs. 
Others just show at their local fair 











Whatever the case, it’s at the fairs that many potential breeders make direct contact 
with the exhibition poultry hobby. And it behooves all of us to be open and 
supportive to all who express an interest in raising or showing birds. 

My local county fair takes place annually during the third full week of August and 
I am one of the poultry superintendents—which means that I spend about a 
hundred hours during that week in the poultry building. Some of my non-poultry 
friends can’t understand why someone would choose to spend so much time there. 
I’ve given up trying to explain it. You either understand or you don’t. 

In Pennsylvania, we have to blood test for pullorum/typhoid and vaccinate against 
laryngotracheitis annually. It’s quite a job, and I’m always glad when it’s over and 
my flock gets a clean bill of health for another year. It always seems to work out 
for me that I spend at least one day during the July 4 th holiday vaccinating birds. 
Such a way to celebrate our nation’s birthday! 

Uccle Belgian Bantams 

At the Buffalo and Western New York show, I ran into Dick and Thola Waldau 
(Constantia, NY) and they reported that in April they had a visit from Jean-Paul 
van der Stricht from Uccle, Belgium. As many people know, the Waldaus are 
among the leading breeders and exhibitors of Uccle Belgians in America. Mr. van 
der Stricht, who is 80 years old, was accompanied by his grandson and a cousin 
(who is 6 feet 10 inches tall) from Rochester. Mr. van der Stricht, like the Waldaus, 
raises Porcelain Belgians and was very impressed with the color of the Waldaus’ 
Porcelains. (Dick Waldau: "To maintain good Porcelain color, I mate the 
Porcelains back on Millies.") American Uccle Belgian bantams, Mr. van der 
Stricht reported, are bigger than the Belgian birds, but not as big as Uccle Belgian 
bantams in Germany. Mr. van der Stricht reported that the Waldaus have the 
largest flock of Uccle Belgians that he has ever seen. (Dick Waldau: "We raise a 
lot, but we cull hard. We raised 60 Uccle cockerels but saved only 8 of them.") 

In the course of my visit with Dick and Thola Waldau, I learned that Dick, who 
graduated from high school in 1951, has been a carpenter for 50 years. It’s not 
surprising, then, that Dick Waldau makes—and sells—such beautiful poultry 
carrying cases. 

Colored Dorkings 

The April 2000 issue of the newsle ‘er of The Dorking Club of North America 
(937-885-4183. ieannine@lorenz.com l carries an interesting article titled "Color 
Breeding Colored Dorkings." Colored Dorkings are known to the British as Dark 
Dorkings. Colored is a version of the duckwing pattern and differs from the Silver- 
Gray and the Red patterns in Dorkings in that in the males there is a black stripe in 



the saddle and hackle feathers; in the females the head and neck are black with 
straw shafting.

In the course of my visit with 
Dick and Thola Waldau, I learned that 
Dick, who graduated from high school in 
1951, has been a carpenter for 50 years 
It’s not surprising, then, that Dick 
Waldau makes— and sells—such 
beautiful poultry carrying cases.

BREED TO THE STANDARD 

By S. Robert Powell 


It’s easy to get caught up and carried away by fads in 
exhibition poultry. To win at shows, for example, you can 
easily find yourself breeding and showing birds of the type 
and color that seem to end up most often on champion’s row. 
You could easily say to yourself: this is what they’re 
showing, this is what they’re winning with, this is what I’ll 
raise. 

The ultimate and unfortunate consequence of 
allowing yourself to be so misled, however, is that you end 
up with birds that don’t look like or conform to the standard 
for the breed or variety in question. 

Look what’s happened with female Old English 
Game bantams, for example. The Standard calls for female 
Old English Games to have moderately spread tails of good 
length. But it seems more and more you see female Old 
English Games on champions’ row whose tails are so well 
spread that they resemble those of female Rosecombs. 

And what about Wyandotte bantams! Wyandottes, 
according to the Standard, are supposed to have stiff tail 
feathers and not tails like Cochins. But very often you see 
Wyandottes, especially female, on champions’ row that look 
more like clean-legged Cochins than they do Wyandottes. 

And what about standard Barred Rocks? Like 
Wyandottes, Barred Rocks are supposed to have stiff tail 
feathers. But frequently you see male Barred Rocks on 
champions’ row that appear to have no tails! The birds have 
beautiful barring, to be sure, but they don’t look like 
Plymouth Rocks. 

And Rhode Island Reds! The tail, according to the 
Standard, is supposed to be well spread and of medium 
length and, in the male, carried at an angle of 20 degrees 
above the horizontal. The back is supposed to be long, 
moderately broad its entire length, and carried horizontally. 
But frequently you see Reds in the winners’ circle that have 
medium length backs and long tails (and not long backs and 




medium length tails)—which means that they do not have 
the classic brick shaped body of Rhode Island reds as called 
for in the Standard. 

Examples of such distorted consequences of getting 
caught up in fads and trends in breeding poultry could be 
multiplied at will. An ironic and very unfortunate 
consequence of faddish breeding practices is that it 
sometimes happens that some exhibitors and judges begin to 
regard the fad birds as what the Standard calls for. 
Furthermore, when birds of correct type and color for a 
particular breed and variety appear on champions’ row they 
are regarded by some (those who have been seduced by the 
fads) as being the incorrect type and/or color. 

So what do you do? You read and memorize the 
Standard and you aim for what the Standard calls for, 
whether or not you win in the showroom. In so doing, know 
that you are right and that the fads are wrong. Breed to the 
Standard and you will gain respect and admiration of others 
who do likewise and who know how particular breeds and 
varieties are supposed to look. Fads come and go. When all 
is said and done, birds that are bred to the Standard, like 
their owners, always win in the end.

FOCUS ON THE WHOLE BIRD 

By S. Robert Powell 


All successful breeding programs are founded on an 
intelligent balancing of the inherent strengths and weaknesses of 
the males and females involved—plus a fair amount of luck. 

To set up breeding pens that make possible the results you 
want, you must identify the strengths and weaknesses of the birds 
you place in those pens. This bird has excellent type but his color 
could be better. This bird has good type and excellent color. This 
bird has generally good type, with a superb head, and good color. 
And so on. 

Having identified the strengths and weaknesses of your 
birds, you then set up breeding pens, hoping that a particular 
strength in one bird, for example, will compensate for a particular 
weakness in another, or strengthen a positive quality in yet another 
bird. And so on. 

It’s not an exact science, as we all know, but you do the 
best you can. One thing is certain—mating “best” to “best” will 
not necessarily produce more “best.” It can, to be sure, but it’s not 
a breeding given. Very average birds sometimes emerge from your 
premier breeding pen, and very superior birds sometimes emerge 
from secondary breeding pens. 

Whatever the strengths and weaknesses of your birds, you 
must not loose sight of the fact that in setting up your breeding 
pens you are aiming to produce birds which as a whole conform, 
to the greatest extent possible, to the Standard. 

If you focus too much on only one aspect of your birds, 
and not on the whole bird, you may well end up with birds that 
don’t resemble the Standard. If you focus all your attention, for 
example, on perfecting the lacing or penciling on the birds you 
raise, you may well end up with beautifully penciled or laced birds 
that don’t resemble the Standard for your breed or variety. 

If you focus all of your attention on developing a 
strain of birds with superior heads, for example, you may well end 
up with a strain of birds that have superior heads but which 
otherwise have completely incorrect type. 

You must always focus on the whole bird, knowing that 
you may never end up with a perfect specimen. But if you juggle 
all of the variables correctly, and if you have a little luck now and 
then, you may well end up with a bird that comes close to the 
Standard and ends up on champions’ row.

The newly-appointed APA
